Sec. 1. 26 MRSA 81193, sub-85, YA, as repealed and replaced by PL 1985, c. 506, Pt. A,
851, isamended to read:

A. Dismissal wages, wagesin lieu of notice, terminal pay;-vacation-pay or holiday pay; or

Sec. 2. Requestsfor transfersfor costsincurred. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law to the contrary, executive branch departments and agencies may request transfersfrom the Salary Plan
program for the additional General Fund and Highway Fund costs incurred as a result of the additional
unemployment benefits authorized by this Act.
